I. Claims 1-5,10 and 12, drawn to DNA, classified in class 536, subclass 23. 1 . 

II. Claims 6-9, drawn to plants, classified in class 435, subclass 419. 

III. Claims 11, and 13-16, drawn to polypeptides, classified in class 530, subclass 350. 

2. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
Invention I, drawn to DNA molecules and Invention III, drawn to polypeptides are distinct 

since they are products with different structure and biological properties. The polypeptide is 
made of amino acids whereas the claimed nucleic acid is made of nucleotides. Further methods 
known in the art used to make the polypeptide require different reagents and parameters from the 
methods of making DNA encoding the protein and the method of making the polypeptide does 
not require the DNA. For instance, the protein can be made by Merrifield chemical synthesis or 
affinity chromatography. 

Invention II, drawn to plants, is distinct from Inventions I and III, since it is a living 
organism. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art because of their separate classification and their recognized divergent 
subject matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
